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Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 

1 . The instant application as been transferred from Ex. E, Whisenant to Ex. D. 
Johannsen. The application remains assigned to Art Unit 1634. As noted in the 
Interview Summary of May 1 7, 2004, the finality of the prior Office action is withdrawn, 
and prosecution is hereby reopened. 

2. Prior to further action, correction of the following matters that were not fully 
addressed by Applicant's prior responses (as specified below) is required. 

Drawings 

3. The formal drawings filed on April 5, 2002 were not fully responsive to the Notice 
of September 7, 2001 because of the following omission(s) or matter(s). See 37 CFR 
1.111. 

4. First, the formal drawings filed on April 5, 2002 were incomplete. For example, 
while the originally filed drawings included a Figure 3D, no such figure is present in the 
formal drawings of April 5, 2002. Additionally, Applicant has not, e.g., amended the 
specification to delete the reference contained therein to Figure 3D (or amended the 
Sequence Listing to delete reference to the sequence contained therein). Accordingly, 

it appears that Applicant inadvertently omitted a formal version of Figure 3D from the set 
of drawings filed April 5, 2002. 

5. Further, it is noted that the specification refers to a Figure 3E that was not 
present either in the originally filed drawings or in the formal drawings of April 5, 2002. 
Correction of this discrepancy is also required. 
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6. In view of the above, new corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in this application. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Compliance with Sequence Rules 

7. Additionally, the specification fails to comply with one or more of the 
requirements of 37 CFR § 1.821 through 1,825 because the specification recites 
sequences that lack description by the appropriate sequence identifier set forth in the 
"Sequence Listing" as required by 37 CFR § 1 .821 (d). See, for example, Figures 3C- 
3D and the descriptions thereof, and pages 33, 55, and 60-61. Appropriate corrections 
are required, as the reply of April 5, 2002 did not include the required amendments for 
full compliance with the sequence rules. With respect to figures/descriptions lacking the 
necessary SEQ ID Nos, it is noted Applicant may either file substitute Figures that recite 
the appropriate sequence identifiers, or amend the brief description of the figures so as 
to set forth said sequence identifiers. See MPEP 2422.02.

8. Since the above-mentioned replies appear to have been bona fide, applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
